was attended by nearly 700 democrats 
made up principally of men in full 
sympathy and accord with Bryan's po- 
lilcal policies'. 
Several other speak- 


ers preceded Bryan 
His declaration 
that the Kansas City platform was 
sound in every plank and must be re- 
iterated, 
together with his demand 


that the nominees of the St Louis 
'•onventlon be in accord With that plat- 
Coim, brought out the demonstration 
of the evening 


Bryan spoke to the toast, "The Moral 
Issue' 
The first part of hls> address 
was devoted to Consideration of the 
coiruptlon, which he said la found, 
everywhere 
< 


"Voters are bought at so much per 


head lepresentat^ve") fn our city gov- 
ernments' are profiting by their posi- 
tions, and e\en federal officials are. 
sellfng their Influence" he said 
He 
blamed thisi condition upon commer- 
cialism which he said put a price upon 
everything. 


Discussing politics he said he would 
not think of such a thing as accepting 
imperialism as an accomplished fact. 
Neither would he change position on 
the trust question because opposition 
of trusts "is piQof of ouf party's fidel- 
ity, 
their support would cast suspi- 
cion upon us ' 


Stands By Silver. 
"Shall we abandon our advocacy of 


bimetallism in order to conciliate those 
who defeated the party in other cam- 
paigns'" he asked 
Answering this 


question he 
declared "Never," and 
continuing said 


"Some phase of the money question 
is always Sefote congress and no one 
can predict when the colnaga* phase of 
the money question will again become 
ncute 
No reform of any kind would 
be possible with money changers In 
contiol of the party''

Bryan Only Available Man. 
"Then, the conventlbh should select

And then the committee should 
announce that It will neither ask nor 
receive contributions from those who

MR. MORGAN. 


CLAIMS 
ACTION IS HASTY 


And Insists That He Wants More Time 


In Which to Offer Amendments 
to the Treaty. 


Washington, Jan. 18—The postotflce 


inquiry resolution and the 
Panama 
canal question divided the attention of 
the senate today. 
The first half of 
the session was given up to. the in- 
quiry, Messrs Hale and Gorman being 
tht. speakers. 
Mr Hale made a plea 
foi reference of all postal investiga- 
tion resolutions to the committee on 
postoffices and Mr * Gorman repeated 
hip assurance that he -would be sat- 
isfied with that disposal of the ques- 
tion 
He denied any Intention to ap- 
pear as the prosecutor of the repub- 
liran party of-\\hich Mr. Hale accused 
him 
Mr Hale expressed the. orjn- 
lon that the departmental inquiry had 
been more thorough than would be a 
congressional Investigation The ques- 
tion went over until tomorrow with the 
understanding that aft* a few more 
speeches the resolution would be al- 
lowed to go to the committee. 
The discussion of the canal ques- 
tion was confined to the continuation 
of Mr Teller's argument 
that 
the 


course of the United States in the r*- 
cent revolt of Panama was contrary 
to^nternational law and sound morals, 
The Treaty. 
While the Panama question has been 


before the senate on general principles 
during the greater part of the present 
session the tanal treaty was ndt reach- 
ed until today 
It had no sooner been 
reported favorably to the senate In 
executive session than it became the 
subject of a heated controversy.* 
Mr. Cullom made a report In favor 
of>the treaty whereupon Mr. Morgan 
a^'a member of the committee at once 
entered a formal protest against the 
acceptance of the report on the ground 
that when the committee decided tore- 
port the tieaty an amendment w.as still 
under consideration and that he had 
not had time to present an arpefldj 
ment looking to the striking out of ax- 
ticle 2,2 Q( the treaty, In whfeh Pan- 
ama renounces her rights to partici- 
pation Jn the earnings of the canal 
^hen built. 
' 


Mr. Morgan supported Mis written 
statement with a brief speech, and wjm 
immediately''followed "by Mr Daniel 
with a resolution declaring against 
the policy of reporting any treaty 
or bill until each member shall have 
offered any amendments he may desire 
to present 
Mi Daniel declared the 
course of the committee had beervboth 
precipitate and unfair, and urged Jhat 
the treaty should be recommitted for 
further consideration 
Speaking 
as 
chairman, of the committee on foreign 
relations, Mi Cullom said the treaty 
had been In the committee almost a 
month before it was taken up. 
He 
conceded that during the greater por- 
tion of this time congress was not in 
session but said he had called the 
committee to meet on the first regular 
meeting day after tne senate recon- 
vened, and that at his instance it had 
been holding daily sessions most of the 
time since / 
' 
He declared that very careful con- 
sideration had been given to all details, 
connected with the treaty and said that- 
instead of precipitancy being 
mani- 
fested the committee had given the 
utmost consideration to tBl 
sugges^ 
tlons for amendments and had adopted 
some of them. 
He felt the majority, 
had listened with great patience- to 
all representations made, and- there- 
fore had felt justified in putting the 
motion made by Mr. Lodge In the com- 
mittee for reporting the treaty with- 
out delay 
Mr Spooner spoke along 
the same lines and went into detail to 
show the consideration given by the 
committee to suggestions of demo- 
cratic members. 
' 
Mr Allison suggested<that the dem- 
ocratic senators could offer amend- 
ments at any stage of the proceed- 
ings In the senate, and assured them 
that all such amendments would have 
fair and de'lberate consideration. 
IJo action was taken on Mr. Dan- 
iel's res.olytion or Mr. Morgan's pro- 
test but before adjournihg Mr. Cul- 
lom gave notice that Be would ^sk 
the senate to take up the treaty tomor- 
row or Wednesday and until disposed 
of to consider it from day to day to 
the exclusion of other business.

on at least two thoroughfares, no the- 
ater to be more than twelve feet above 
the street level; stairway space of each 
balcony to be at least 20 Inches for 
each hundred seats. 
The provisions that ,the 
building 
shall adjoin at least two public thor- 
oughfares, will compel the reconstruc- 
tion of several leading theaters.

The First in Decatur. 


The beginning of everything seems 
a long ways back when one stops to 
think about It and the beginning of 
Decatur and Macon county seems al- 
most as long ago 
younger generation to 
those of the 
But everything 
staited at some time or other uid like- 
wise Macon county. 


The question as to when the first 
man came to the county or when the 
flist of various acts which are now 
every day occurrances were perform- 
ed do not bother people much now. 
They have passed the settlement stage 
and do not think much about those 
things but some of the older residents 
who were among the Bettlers can tell 
just when certain things came and cer- 
tain things happened for the first time 
In this county. 


Here are a few of the first things in 
Macon county and. Decatur: 
• 


The first building In Macon county 


was built by the Lortons in about 1816 
It was a log hut eight miles northeast 
of Decatur used as a trading- post fre- 
quented by Indians. 


The first real residence in the coun- 
ty was built by Wilftam Downing near 
the Allen place on the south side of 
the Sangamon In 1820. 


The first settlers 
were, Leonard 
Stevens and his sons who came from 
the east in 1821 


The first land In the county actual- 


ly owned by an Individual was a tract 
entered by Lewis B. Ward In 1827 
The first settlement in the county 


was the Stevens settlement noithwest 
of Decatur which was1 started lii 1822 
The Ward settlement started soon aft- 
er 


The first doctor In this locality was 
Dr Rook who came In 1832 He carried 
his medicines in saddle bags thrown 
over the horse he rode 


The first sheriff of Maoon county 
was William Warnick who took his 
office In 1830. 


The first circuit court Avas held In 
the county in May, 1830 Samuel D. 
Lockwood was the first circuit judge 
who presided. 
The first show that came to the 
county was a Purtch and Judy show 
which was here in 1830. 


The first harness maker was Joe 


Talt who came to Decatur in 1839 and 
conducted a little shop 
The first piano came to Decatur in 


1849 
and it belonged to Mrs. H C. 
Johns 
" 


The first school 
house in Decatur 
was a log structure 
on South Main 


street near the present site of the Im- 
boden meat market. 
The first real hotel In Decatur was 


the Bevere House 
which stood on 


Franklin street near the Wayne fac- 
tory and which was dlstroyed by fire 
The first grain mill In Decatur was 
established about 1833 and stood where 
the Brunswick hotel ts now located. A 
yoke of oxen was the power which 
turned the wheels. 
The first real coffin used In the 
county was made by W D Baker and 
his brother-in-law, David Davis, about 
1830 


The first sickness 
'known in the 
county was fever and ague from which 
a'l of the early settlers suffered 
The first railroad in the county was 


Liu Gieat Western 
which came in 


1852 
and the second, was thei Illinois 
Central which came In 1854 


The first lager beer came to Decatu 


in 1852. 
Whisky it Is claimed cam 


with the first settlers Jand was here 
scon as any jjf the people, Everyon 
kept a jug. 


The first matches ever seen In De 
catur were brought heie In 1848 The 
were a poor lOni" fastened togethe 
at the bottom In a little block. 
The first stage coach line reachln. 
Decatur was established about 1844, th 
coach running between Springfield an. 
this city. 


Some Records Kept.' 
In regard to the very early *cts In 
this county there are still some rec 
ords previous to the meeting of th 
legislature In 1829 Benjamin R. Austin 
Andrew W. Smith and 
John Ware 
were selected to go to Vandalla, then 
the capital of the state, and procur 
the passage of an act dividing Shelby 
county and forming a 
new county 


which was to be 
known as Macon 
county, named after Nathanlal Macon 
of North Carolina, and a man of na 
tional reputation The effort to mak 
the new county was successful ec 
Macon county really dates from 1829 


A site for the county seat was se 
lected and Decatur was started tha 
some year The land was entered by 
three individuals and turned over t 
the county commissioners. 


Limit to Prioe*, 


The latter body had a set of'orders 
regulating the sate of town lots an' 
also providing for tax rates The ftrsl 
le^ y made to defray the expenses of th 
county was foi' the year 1829 and wai 
one half per cent on certain persona 
property Includjlrtg negro or mulatti 
strvants, pleasure carriages, distiller 
les live stock and all other personal 
property excepting what was known a 
the lawful firearms of each Individual 
This first cduhty tax when collectet 
amounted to $109:32} 
Tavern rates were 
fixed and they 
were not excessive. The lawful pharg 
for giving breakfast to a man and feed 
to ahorse w-ak 37J cents, Jor Keeping 
man and1 horse over night with suppe 
for man, 62i cents, 
dinner and horse 
feed 371 cents, brandy, lum, gin, -wine 
or cordial cost 25 cents per half pin 
and whisky or cider brandy 12J cent: 
a half pint. 


That First Piano. 
Mrs. H C Johns says that she wel 
remembers when that first piano was 
brought to Decatur It was one he 
lathfr bought for her and when it ar- 
il ved it was a source of great curiosity 
to the resident*. A little history is con- 
ntcted with the piano Abraham Lin- 
coln who happened to be in Decatui 
a| the time helped to carry the piano 
Jnto the house where Mrs. John's was 
IHing.

There Was Sufficient Ground For Hi* 


Dismissal From Odd Fellows' 


Home,

HIS OWN LODGE AGAINST 
HIM. 


Members Voted to Sustain the Action

The facts in the case of: J. N: Gram- 
lick's case, who Was recently expelled 
from, the Odd 'Fellows' Home, are 
fully >et forth by the Mattoon Com- 
mercial as follows:

Mr. Gramlick was notified of his 
dismissal from the Home to take place 
on December 8. 
His lodge was noti- 


fied of the same fact and-om December 
1, the secretary, A. R. Degge, under the 
seal of the lodge sent a check for $4 to 
pay his fare from Mattoon to Peters- 
burg, 111. 
In his letter the. secretary 
stated:

Mrs. Julia McCann Burned To Death 


In Few Moments At Home of 


Mrs. Giblin. 


SIGHT 
WAS 
SICKENING ONE. 


Flesh Dropped From the Body, Expos- 


ing Charred Bones. 


Death from burning In the most 


frightful manner was the fate of Mrs. 
Julia McCann, Friday afteinoon. 
She 


was buimed so badly that the flesh 
fell from her body and exposed the 
charred bones of her skull and shoul- 
ders.

drawn and her corpse presented the 
most horrible sight imaginable.

Dress Caugnt Fire. 


It is not Known just how the fire 


started 
Mrs. Glblln left the house 
to go to the grocery stole and her 
son, Mik" Giblin, who works for the 
Wabash at night, was asleep.

Nellie Glblln, Mrs. Giblln's daughter, 
was also away from the house at the 
time. 


Mrs. Giblin was absent from the 


house but a short time and when she 
left Mrs. McCann was seated In the 
kitchen. 
It is supposed that she got 
too near the cook stove and that her 
dress caught fire 
At any rate when 
Mrs. Giblin returned the back part of 
the house was on fire 
She at once 


screamed to men who were passing 
to save the woman who was In the 
burning building. 


To the Rescue. ' 


E. A. Myers of 269 East Marietta 


street, and J. H Davis and. 
Oliver 


Hart, both of Mt. Auburn, who were 
visiting at Myers' house, happened fix 
be passing and rushed into the burning 
house and carried out tpe body of 
Mrs. McCann. 
It was then too late 


as the woman had been burned to 
.death. 


Blind Rush. 


The whole kitchen was in flames. 


Mrs. McCann being nearly blind could 
not see her way out and It was evi- 
dent that after her clothing caught 
fire she made several rushed to get 
out of the ropm. 
She finally suc- 


ceeded in finding the door leading Into 
the dining room. 
It -appeared that 
she had run about this room. 
The 


table and sideboard were on fire and 
finally In her despair she had fallen 
over the couch In one corner of the 
room. 
-When -the three men found their 
way through the flames Into the din- 
Ing room they discovered the unfor- 
tunate woman on the floor leaning 
against the couch and actually burn- 
ing up. 


Only a few fragments of clothing 


still remained on her body and the 
flames were rapidly burning the flesh. 
So much had been consumed that there 
was scarcely 
anything but a 
skull 


where the head had been and the bones 
of 
the shoulders 
were exposed on 


account of the burned flesh having 
fallen away. 


Pat Out fin. 
picked'op-nigs and 


the fire and the body was carried from 
the burning house and placed on the 
porch. 


Mike Glblln was sleeping In another 


room and did no know that there was 
a fire until he heard the screams of 
his mother when she returned and 
fcund the house on fire. 


Department Called. 


An alarm was turned in and the 


crew from the Morgan street house re- 
sponded and the flames were quickly 
extinguished, but considerable damage 
had been done. 
The kitchen was al- 


most totally destroyed anff the 'furni- 
ture in the dining room was burned, 
and damage was done by the water. 
The house was owned by Mrs. Glblln 
and was Insured. 


Created Excitement/ 


The report that someone had 
been 


killed rapidly spread and there was 
great excitement in the, neighborhood. 
Piobably 200 persona gathered about 
the hause. 
There was nothing to do, 


however, as Mrs. McCann had been 
dead before the rescuers got Into the 
house. 
Net until the body was car- 


ried from the house was the extent of 
the burns suffered by 
the 
woman 


realized. 
She was literally, burned 


from head to foot and there Was not 
a spot which had not been touched 
by the flames. 
Nothing could be more 


ghastly in the way of an 
accident. 


The body as it lay on the porch was 
covered .with rugs until the fire In 
the house' was put 
out 
Coroner 


Dawson was notified and went to the 
scene of the fire and will hold an in- 
quest at 9 o'clock. 


The time of the funeral has not j^et 


been decided upon. 
The body was 


taken to Wlkoff and Moran's chapel 
and will be kept there until the funer- 
al is held. 


Alone In the World. 


Mrs. MeCann had no relatives In this 


city. 
It Is htought that she had a 


niece or nephew In the east somewhere 
but all of the members of her Imme- 
diate family are dead. 
She had lived 


in Decatur for a long time past and 
for three years had* been, cared for by 
Mrs. Glblln who gaye her a home and 
provided for her. Mrs. McCann was 
almost entirely Wind but until recently 
she had been a remarkably 
active 
woman for her age. 


Mra. Giblin was grektly 
shocked 


when she returned home and found 
the house on fire. 
She was so grieved 


on learning that Mrs. McCann was 
In the fire that she suffered a ner- 
vous attack and it was necessary to 
call a physician to see her. She was 
not told until Borne time afterward 
that Mrs. McCann had been killed. 
Mrs. Giblin had looked after the aged 
woman with "as much care, as if she 
had been a relative.

Mad* Against John Ryan Before Fed- 


eral Grand Jury On Charge of 


Robbing Boody Postofnea 


ON THE NJGHT OP JANUARY BTH. 


One Hundred Dollars In Stamp* and 


Pennies Were Stolen, 


Penitentiary service will be the best 


that John Ryan will get for stealing 
$100 worth of stamps and a lot of pen- 
nies from the Boody postofflce If the 
testimony of Decatur men Is all that 
comes before the judge In the federal 
court. 


Quite a little delegation went from 


this city Friday to Springfield to tes- 
tify before the federal grand jury In 
the case of Ryan. 
The man's name 


t* probably not Ryan, but that was 
what he gave as his name when ar- 
rested at Danville recently. 
He was 


held to await the action of the grand 
jury, the federol author'ties taking up 
the matter, a'ml the Decatur men. In- 
cluding the chief of police were called 
to tell what they knew about the case. 


The Boody postofflce was 
robbed 


some time during the night of Jan. 6 
or the morning of Jan. 6. 
About two 


days later Ryan was arrested at Dan- 
ville and he had In his possession $100 
Worth of postage stamps. 
Something 


over $100 worth of stamps were taken 
from the Boody postofflce, besides a— 
lot of pennies. 


The chief of police at Danville and 
the officer who arrested the man were 
both before the federal grand jury 
and testified about the arrest anu the 
finding of the postage stamps. 


The next moinlng after the robbery 


a package containing some' 
powder 


was found In the 
postofflce. 
The 


package was Identified as being one ' 
which had come from the Morehouse 
& Wells Co. store. 
P. A. Hoffman 


was the man In the store who sold 
the powder amd he Identified the pack- 
age and also thought that Ryan was 
the man who 
bought It 
Stanley 


Grimes and H M. Funk, also of th<> 
Morehouse t 
Wells 
store, testified 


about the purchase of the powder. 
* 
T. L. Corley who conducts a board- 
ing house was before the grand jury 
and told about Ryan coming to his 
place and getting lodging and paying 
the price, twenty-five cents, to pen- 
nies. 


The bartender at John Ryan's sa- 


loon also testified and said that Ryan 
came to the saloon the morning after 
the robbery and asked for a. drink. He- 
paid for it In pennies and then bought 
a drink for another man and paid 
again In pennlos. 


In addition to the stamp* 
which 


were stolen from the Boody postoftlce 
about 700 pennies were missing and 
Ryan seemed to be flush on pennies 
the next morning. 


Chief Sullivan says that there is no 


doubt hut that the man will be In- 
dicted and he thinks that the evidence 
furnished by the\ people from Decatur 
Is enough to convict him when the case 
comes to trial. 


If Ryan ts uvllcted h* will of course 


be held and will be tried before the 
federsj court.
